The Returns.

LexinaToy, Ky., September 18.—
Everything was quiet last night, the
nomination of Owens being conceded.
It was, however, a more exeiting day
than any of the preceding week. When
the Owens men claimed the nomination
by a decisive majority Suturday night,
the Breckinridge men stood pat.  Sun-
day they worked harder than ever.
Yeaterday it became known that their
representatives  had been  dispatched
into the different parts of the distriet
to goet all evidenee with a view of con-
testing the nomination before the dem-
ocratic congressional  disirict commit-
tee, which meets at Frankfort next
Baturday, and which is the returning
board that makes the oflicinl count and
declaration as to who is the nominee.
As this committee has done everything
in its power for Breckinridge, in fixing
a late date for the primaries, adopting
the challenge rule, and everything else
he wanted, the Owens men were  some-
what alarmed yesterday on finding out
that Dreckinbridge's agents  were at
work with a view to presenting  evi-
dence for a contest before this comunit-
tee on Saturday.

The Tide Turned.

It was announced the four members
of the district committee would male o
minority report Saturday and appeal
to the democrats. This meant that
Owens and Breckinridge would both be
candidates and fight to a tinish in No-
vember,  Meantime  the republicans
who hold their convention here Sep-
tember 20th, began to regard their un-
named nominee as the favorite and
there was much excitement.  The tide
was turned in the afternoon when .
J. Welsh. the committee-man  from
Breckdnridge's home and once of his
strongest supporters announced that
he would never vote to go behind the
returns when the committes met ant
Frankfort. As this would leave the
committeo a tie, or five to tive in unv
event, and as other Breckinridge men
on the district committec who had stood
by him to the last, were not disposed to
go Lehind the returns, the old guurd of
the silver-tongued orntor gave up the
struggle. They will not. however, con-
cede the plurality of 526, which the
Owens men claim tonight, from com-
plete returns,

Among  Breckinridge's  strongest
friends are the nominecs lLere on the
county ticket, and they as well ns other
county candidates. were not disposed
to hazzard theiwr interests by assisting
in throwing out any of the Owens pre-
elnats at Frankfort, next Saturday. It
is not lilkkely that there will be any more
agitation.

CHANGE THEIR CREED

Louisfana BSugar Planters Bolt
From the Democracy.

PROTECTIVE TARIFF THEIR BELIEF.

The Conventlon at New Orleans a Largo
und Very Enthusinstic Assemblage,
Composed of the leading
Planters of Loulslana.

Nrew OrLeEAxs, September 18, —The
sugar planters convention yesterday at
Washington artillery hall was a large
amd  very  enthusiustic  assemblagre.
The hall, one of the most commaodions
in the ecity, was erowded to the doors
while the session lasted, and there woere
present not only the leading planters
of Louisiunna, bhut somg of the most rep-
resentative men of New Orleans.

T'he bholters from the demoeracy had
everything their own way aud resist-
ance to the program was fully made.
The convention went over to the nation-
al republical party ina body., Mre E.
N. Pugh called the meeting to order
and Naval Oflicer Kernoshan was made
temporary  chairman,  and ex-Mayor
Behan permanent chairman of the or-
ganization ; all three of the gentlemen
having been heretofore prominet dem-
ocrats,

There was considerable specch mak-
ing in which prominent figures on the
floor took part, and the walls of the
hall were ornamented  with  placards
bearing matters of republican doetrine.
A representative body was  entrusted
with the resolutions, which were adopt-
ed by an overwhelming vote of the con-
vention.

For Protection to Amerlean Industries.

The resolutions endorse the platform
of the recent meeting in this city,  Fx-
pressed belief in the doetrines of pro-
tection to all American industries : de-
clares that their people had never asked
congress for o bonnty, but that when
the bounty law  was passed, it was re-
garvded as a pledge for fifteen years and
cansed the mortgaging of plantations
and the expenditure of immense sums
of money in the purchase of modern
machinery., and in making claborate
investments for the manufacture of su-
gar: urge the organization of elubs,
committees, and conventions through-
ont the state, with a view to electing
members of congress who will stand by
the republican party in the organiza-
tion of the house, and tinally declaring
that the caunses which have led to the
fuvestigation of this movement are of a
finaneial and industrial nature, and
that the character and standing of its
letter are of suflicient guarantee that
they will ever advocate good govern-
ment for the whole people 6f this state;
demand fair elections, an honest count,
aned expecet at the hands of Governor
Foster fair representation for the plan-
teron all bouards of registration and
election. The president is directed to
appoint a committee of thirty, not five,
with the full pawer of the convention
to be known as the state committee of
the national republliean party.

September 15.—Speak-
er Charles I Crisp, of the house of rep-
resentatives, addressed  one of  the
largest gutherings last night that has
ever listened to a speaker in this coun-
ty. Mr. Crisparrived in the morning
and was the guest of ex-Congressman
George T, Barnes.  Senator Patrick
Walsh preside:d at the meeting and the
speaker was introduced by Congress-
man James C. C. Black.

Speaker Crisp said hedid nbt have any

set speech but he wanted to have a lit-
tle talkk with his hearers about the
democratic party. the party's interests,
what it had done und what it hoped to
do.  Ie referred to the existing condi-
tions when the democrntic party went
into power.  Tle reviewed the financial
legislation of congress, the votes on the
silver question. which personally were
a disappointment to him as he always
believed in the free and unlimited coin-
age of hoth metals.
" On,the tarift question he spoke at
some length. He explained the bur-
dens of the MeKinley law and the ben-
fits of the senate bill, explaining its
reductions on the necessaries of life
and giving object lessons with samples
of woolen cloth.

CRIMINALLY MISMANAGED.

Examloer Spler Makes a Report on the
Conditlon of the Cedartown Dank.

ATLANTA, Neptember 15.—Tke First
National bank of Cedartown, Ga., failed
more than a year ago and was placed
in a receiver's hands.,  Last Februawy a
report was made on the condition of
the bank hy (. P, Spier, special exami-
ner,  Untll yesterday the publie, or
those interested  financially in  the
bank, had not learned the nature of
the report.  Now it develops that the
apeclal examiner reported  that the
bank was eriminally mismanaged. The
cashier, J. O, Hardwick has ween in-
dieted in the state conrt of Cedartown,
but there has not been any prosecu-
tion either in the state or  federal
courts. Mr. Spier’s report states that
the Hardwivks. who held a controlling
intevest in the bunk never paid in their
subseription.  They put in promisory
notes for a part of their subscription to
the capital stock.  For malking altera-
tions in these promisory notes the cash-
ier, Hardwick, is now under indietmenrtt.
Overdrafts exceeding three times the

south isa bad place for the negro t .
live, or that he is denied his clvil righ®
in this country.

A for the white people of the sougl:
there are no more liberal and kind-
hearted anywhere. Exceptions ean L«
found. of course, in all communities ;
but the leading white people of the
south want everybody to do right
whether he is white or black, and whe:
they see a man trying to do right they ,
are ever ready to help him.  When, on
the other hand, they know any one to
run with willing feet after evil, they
discountenance him, of course. The
‘sonth is my home and 1 do not want to
see her misrepresented. :

*The question has been asked. *Why
are negroes lynehed in the south since
the war? 1 reply that nearly every
case of such lynching was for brutal
outrage on the wives and daughters of
white people.  The scoundrel who com-
mits such erimes deserves to die, | am
opposed to lynch lavg not that I think
it eruel for such guil® villians, but bLe-
cause it is opposed to civilization and
good governmoent. Miss Tda Wells
onght to make these things known in
England, and tell why the lynching is
done in the south. * Let her muke
known the devlish canse,

“England knows little about the
southernnegro, and probably cares less.
Not one word spoken there or in ahy
other foreign  country will, help the
cause of the negro here: but” if we go
to worl, teach our people and pray to
Giod to malke them what they ought to
be, He will bless such labor, He will
answer such prayer, and the lynching
of negroes in the south will be no
more.”
